they were two hours after tho passage of the 
storin Tuesday. 
The storm was a veritable 
cyclone. 
It began at daylight, coming from 
the southeast. The velocity of tho wind was 
twenty-live miles an hour at 1:30 o’clock ir. 
tho morning, increasing to thirty-five, forty 
and fifty miles, which was reached about 6 
o’clock in tbe morning, finally running up 
to seventy-.i vo or eighty miles an hour. Tae 
northern edge 
of 
tho cyclone touche i 
Ccano»t'>n and completed its passage in 
forty minute-. 
As early 
0 o’clock the 
roof of St. Michaol’s church was stripped. 
A t 7 
o’clock 
the 
apparatus 
in 
tht 
roof of the signal 
office was 
demol- 
isho!. 
The last ob ervation before the 
climax of the storm showed tho wind 
velocity to be sixty-eight miles an hour. 
The News and Courier says of the storm at 
this iiour: 
‘ Suddenly the tin on the roofs 
of tho various offices and cottou-sheds wa, 
rolled up and scattered like so many roll* ot 
paper, and tho waves angrily darnel over 
the pierheads and made mountains nu i val- 
leyn 
the river. 
Tue time of hi,^h water 
was 7:^6 a. m. 
East battery and *outh bat­ 
tery were practically impassable siv^ oy 
means of small boats. 
But this was not all. 
Mountains of waves, as they dashed against 
the sea wall, were caught up by the wind 
and toni of water were taken up into tho air 
and 
hurled against the east fronts of the 
handsome buildings which lino the side­ 
walks, smashing in the window*, doors, and 
fences and 
inundating the lawns and gar­ 
dens.

them of? to the oppositi si ie of tho street. 
Almost the entire railw ay 
wa, washed 
away, and many gap* were made in the em­ 
bankment. 
The daniago to tho houses, gar­ 
den* and lawns on this thoroughfare wa* so- 
rious. 
Not more than two or threo hou-.es 
on either thoroughfare escaped, more of 
them unroofed, either entirely or in part, 
and all suffered some damage. 
Tho storm 
continued to increase in violence as the 
day advanced. 
The ctieot* were gradually 
filled up With slates, bricks, signs, window 
shuttors, and sa»he-. 
A t 8 o’clock the rain 
began to fall in torrents! 
Tho streets were 
iloodo i, and tho drain-pita being choked uj 
the water ran knee-deep in almost every 
street in tho city. 
Too rain was accom­ 
panied by claps of thunder at snort inter, 
vuis, tho noise of which wai drowned in tut 
roar ot tho storm.” 
The damage done is estimated to be over 
$1,000 ,000 , and if the wet weather comma.*3 
for a little while longer this amount w ill be 
greatly increased. 
Many of the whole-ale 
an i retail stores are unroofed, besides pub­ 
lic and private hotels, private rosj ionces, 
etc.

Tha Supply o f Cards R unning Short a! 
M a ny Offices. 


W a s h in g t o n 
C it y , Aug. 27.—There U 
considerable uneasiness felt at the postoflice 
department from fears that the supply of 
postal cards in the 
various 
postofflee-i 
throughout the country may become ex­ 
hausted before a new supply can bo finished. 
Tho 
contract with 
tho old 
contractor* 
for 
finishing 
postal 
cards 
was not 
renewed, but a new contract with C. C 
Wool worth, of Castleton, 
N. Y „ wa« en ­ 
tered into on Ju ly 1 at a considerable reduc­ 
tion compared with former prices. 
A t that 
time it was ostimntod that there were suffi­ 
cient postal cards t> last until Sept 1, on 
which date the new contractors wore to b i­ 
gin furnishing supplies. Tho new contractor 
is behind over a week from the date stipu­ 
lated when he should have begun to print tho 
cards. 
As a consequence of this delay 
nearly every large postoffice in tho United 
States ha.< run bhort of cards. 
Postmaster 
Pearson telegraph© 1, Wednesday morning, 
that he had postal cards sufficient for that 
day only. 
A supply was transferred from 
another poitofflca sufficient for his tem­ 
porary wanti. 
The progress and character of tho work 
being done by tho now contractor, Mr. 
Wool worth, is not entirely satisfactory to 
tho 
postmaster general 
Too contractor 
promises when lie does got fairly to work to 
turn out 1,500,000 cards per day, which if ho 
begins soon w ill avert the threatened postal 
card famine.

The style of oratory that p revails in 
Democratic conventions is not well adap t­ 
ed to illustrate or exp lain the niceties of 
theology.

Hence there is 
nothing whatever to justify his declara­ 
tion that these hap p y Democrats are 
sleep ing. 
Mr. Bell was still more inconsistent in 
stating that Democrats who were sleep ing 
in Heaven had their eyes on the Demo­ 
cratic Convention in Iowa. 
How can it 
be said that p ersons who are “sleep ing” 
have their “ eyes” on anything? Did Mr. 
Bell mean to say that after Democrats got 
toJIIeaven they sleep with their eyes op en 
in order to watch the p roceeding of their 
p arty conventions here on earth.

M AIL SER V IC E CH A N G ES FROM ST A G E ­ 
CO ACH TO POSTAL-CAR, 
. 


The R a ilw a y Postofflcc Grown Vp W ithin 
the P a st T w enty Yea rs—A R a ilw a y 
Posta l 
Clerk’s 
Yfork—The 
Good Old W ay . 


[Washing ton Post.] 
Mr. John Jam ieson, tho general superin­ 
tendent of the railw ay m ail service, smiled 
as he leaned back in his chair and thought 
of the difference between the way we dis­ 
tribute the mails now and the w ay it was 
done before the war. 
“Y es,” 
said he, 
‘‘things seemed to have changed since tho 
day s when the m ail-bag used to be received 
into one 
corner of the baggage-car a t 
W ashington and throw n out by the baggago 
m aster at Baltim ore or New York, just as 
he received i t 
In those day s the railw ay - 
car th a t carried the m ail was not a railw ay 
postoffice, w ith its staff of busy clerks, as it 
is now. 
The railroad did nothing but trans­ 
port the bags from one city to another. 
No 
(. fficial of the postoffice w ent along either to 
guard and protect them or in any way to 
handle them on the way . 
“The distribution then used to be done a t 
a stationary office, and it was very slow 
work, too; now there is com paratively little 
of the work of distribution done a t the ro- 
receiving offices—there is no tim e for that. 
The letters and packages of all sorts are 
throw n in mass into the m ail-cars and the 
work of distribution i3 done on the cars 
while they are fly ing along the rails a t full 
speed on tho way between the sender and 
the addressee. 
A t present there are about 
4 ,300 or 4 ,4 00 railw ay postal clerks in the 
United States alw ay s on the road and busy 
at this work.” 
“You have been fam iliar with the work­ 
ings of the railw ay mail service for a long 
time'?” 
“Yes, 
I have been connected w ith it, I 
m ay fay , since the beginning. 
The railw ay 
postofiice has grown up within the past 
tw enty y ears, and I was on the road for 
more than twelve of them. 
It was tw enty 
vaars ago th at the railw ay postoffice took 
the place of the old distributing offices. You 
hnov? certain postoffices, designated for the 
purpose, 
used to receive and collect the 
mails both in large parcels and separate 
packages from various points for particular 
regions of country , and then distribute them 
to tho various places to which they were ad 
dressed. 
These were called distributing 
offices, and served as landm ark’s to guido 
tho course of tho m ails to distant point*. 
They received them in bulk from tho mail 
mg offices, and, after assorting thorn with 
regard to their respective destination, dis 
f ntchod them by rail in charge of tho bag­ 
gage master. 
“This sy stem of assorting in tho station 
ary office was a slow process. 
W hile tho 
work \va3 m oving slowly on tim e was fly ing, 
and so were the railroad cars, but the mail 
was standing still 
in 
tho 
same place. 
Twenty y ears ago it occurred to somebody 
that the work of distribution could bo done 
on the railroad car while it was fly ing along 
to its destination, and thus the work was 
removed from the distributing offices. Rail­ 
way postal clerk3 or, as they were then 
c alled, router agents, took their places. 
A t 
fir*t the num ber of hands was com para­ 
tively sm all 
During the first y ear or two 
their num ber was not above 300 or 4 00 for 
tho whole country , tout now there are more 
than tan times th at num ber constantly en­ 
gaged. 
Som etim ej there are as m any as 
six teen clerks aboard a single train going 
from New Y ork city . 
‘ On an average a railw ay postal clerk 
works about fourteen hours a night for six 
consecntive nights, then he has six nights 
off. 
The men who go from W ashington 
to 
Now 
York 
to-night 
will 
return 
with 
the 
mail 
train 
from 
New 
York 
to 
W ashington 
to-m orrow 
night,' 
and will keep on going between the two 
cities night after nig h t, then they rest for 
the nex t six . 
On tho through m ail to 
.St Louis one set of men work from Balti­ 
more to G rafton, where they are relieved by 
another set, who proceed to Cincinnati, and 
a third relay take up the work thero and go 
to St. Louis. 
This is how all the through 
lines are managed. 
One set of men alw ay s 
travel between the same two points. 
“C arry ing tho mails is not the fun it used 
to be in the old coaching day s?” 
“No; there was no room for a staff of dis­ 
tributing clerks on the old stages. 
W hy , 
s m etitnes there wasn’t even room enough 
for the mails. 
W hen people began to he 
numerous aud the num ber of letters in- 
creased, and e> 
te ja u to sprea 
when the newspapers 
themselves, tho mails began 
t 
l» e formidable both in sire and weight—- 
t rmidablo, I meau, for a two-horso stage. 
You 
know 
tho 
roads 
wore 
none 
t ,o 
good, 
and 
when 
the 
old 
m a­ 
chine got stuck in 
a bole it was q uite 
the custom to heave the mails, especially the 
newspapers, which were twenty or thirty 
times the weight and size 
of the letters,

But tho : tugos were inde­ 
pendent institutions. 
It was only at their 
wn convenience they would take tho mail. 
The money had a good deal to do with the 
matter. 
You know tho *tago would not 
take the letters until a sufficient num ber of 
them had accumulated to pay ex penses, 
,vi I oft* i they might iio in a postoffbe for 
weehs hofon Mr. stagey would think the 
c ;antitv sufficient to trouble with. 
“And when the railroads came into u*e 
City y ears ago they were very little better 
f r - pee \ < r regularity ; in fact the stages 
U.at the railroads f r some time. 
In the 
last y ears of the coaching period, y ou know, 
,e di-taneo between Philadelphia and New 
V rk was covered in six hours, being at the 
rate of f.fte *n milas nn hour, whereas foi 
the first week or so the railroads complained 
tha' eleven miles an hour was too much tc

“W all paper grows continually 
lig hter in 
color,” said a Wabash avenue m an who 
makes a flue a r t of wall 
hang ing s. “The 
season is, of course, now a t an end. 
E very ­ 
body has finished all renovations and deco­ 
rations for the summer. 
Most persons hav e 
their paper-hanging 
done either in tho 
spring or autum n. 
A few individuals of 
wealth and taste have their walls rehung 
both a t the beginning of the warm and cold 
weather, so th a t they will be appropriate 
for both seasons. 
People now ieavo 
the 
m atter of 
papering entirely to the dis­ 
cretion of the decorator. 
They 
used to 
select the paper for each room. 
They 
have learned, however, th at the m an who 
makes such things a study 
is bettor able 
to give them satisfaction if left to his own 
judgm ent. 
The new fall papers will, un­ 
doubtedly , be even lighter in hue than those 
for spring. 
I supposo we’ll keep rig h t on 
getting lighter tones till we roach again the 
pure white satin sheen faintly traced w ith 
delicate tinted figures. 
Then we’ll go back 
w ard again till the world will see its walls 
covered with the mo3t glaring hues.” 
“Are flowers the most popular designs in 
wall paper's now?” 
‘‘No; flowers have become too common. 
There was a great run on flower designs for 
awhile. Nothing else is really os pretty , y ou 
know. 
A room hung w ith artistic flower 
paper—pink roses, for instance, on a cream 
gray or pale blue ground—looks like a bower. 
But they ’ve been printed so much in cheap 
lines th at the most sty lish and ex pensive 
papers now are in other designs, the finest 
being im itation of figured cloth®. 
This 
paper is all hand-made, and is very fine. 
Mcst of the wall paper now used in A m erica 
is made in New York. 
During the last six 
or seven y ears the industry has improved 
wonderfully in this country . 
Before th a t 
all of our best papers were imported. 
The 
papers turned out in New Y ork now are 
eq ual to the 
English cr French work. 
Am erican paper is more used by fashiona 
bles in the west than in New Y ork or Bos 
ton, whore tho tendency to ape every thing 
English is g reater than the desire to have 
things 
in the best taste. 
The English 
designs for this y ear are very uniq ue, 
not 
to say 
grotesq ue, 
y et 
they 
are 
ex tensively 
used 
in 
the 
east. 
Fomo 
of this English paper bring.s $12 per roll. 
Tho patterns are astonishingly large. 
No 
frieze is used unless it is a more ex tension 
of the design in still larger figures. 
Now, it 
is impossible to papor a room and have the 
effect artistic w ithout a friezo. One English 
design for a draw ing-room th a t I saw, repre­ 
sented a lux uriant grow th of immense y el­ 
low poppies with bluo green poppy foliage 
cn a white background.” 
“Do tho stork and sunflower still have a 
place in wall paper?” 
“Not a single stork is to be found in any 
design, and it is impossible to sell a piece of 
paper with a sunflower on its surface.” 
“How is the space above the m antel pa­ 
pered f * 
“Jusfc tho same as the rest of the room. 
The sty le of having the m antel spaco differ­ 
ent is obsolete. 
Gilt appears in every thing 
—just as it does in the dress line this sum­ 
mer. 
Nothing is complete w ithout tinsel. 
Tho dado is no longer used ex cept in dining­ 
rooms. Most lino houses, however, have the 
dining-room dado in hard wood. 
Floral de­ 
signs are still used for sleeping apartment®, 
A very beautiful design is known as ‘Persia» 
paper.’ 
It is highly colored in red and blue 
passion flowers. 
French tapestry is used 
considerably for drawing-rooms. 
Tho pret­ 
tiest thing for nurseries and children’s sleep- 
ing-rooms is W alter Crane paper.* It has 
delicate-tinted 
scenes from childhood in 
Japaneso villages. 
Libraries are decorated 
in the medieval sty le, deep green and y el­ 
low leather paper. 
Some persons prefer the 
Japanese loather paper, which has gold and 
embossed figures on a deep china red back­ 
ground.” 
“W hat is the correct ceiling paper.”

Recently we took a run down to the 
new “ Coney Island,” of Chicago, and 
found the place—South End or Chelten 
ham Beach—worthy of the most extrav a­ 
gant praise that the Chicago people hav e 
giv en it. 
Chaarles H. Curtis, formerly of 
the Orv is Flow Company, of this city, is 
the manager-in-chief and one of the prin­ 
cipal originators» and stockholders of this 
ereat enterprise. 
Sev eral hundred thous­ 
and dollars hav e been expended in build­ 
ing docks and piers for the landing of 
passengers from steamers, building road, 
walks, sodding lawns and the erection of 
a magnificent three-story pav ilion, one 
hundred and forty by one hundred and 
sixty feet.

miles out on the lake. 
Three hundred 
Edison lights illuminate the rooms and 
halls of the pav ilion. 
A steamer, owned 
by the company makes ihree trips each 
day and a band discourses sweet music to 
the crowds of people who rush to this 
pleasant resort. 
It is certainly an enter 
prise of huge proportions, requiring abil 
ity, nerv e and capital, and its ev ident sue 
cess is creditable to Chas. II. Curtis ant 
company. 
We found John L. Orv is, of 
our city, one of the managers and super­ 
intendents of this truly wonderful enter­ 
prise.
